Report of the 1945 Annual Town Meeting 


and Eleetion. 
Annual Meeting Held February 13th and 14th 
Election Held February 15th 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Annual Town 
meeting and election duly published and posted as directed, 
the voteres met at the Henry W., Hall School Auditorium 
Tuesday, Feb. 13th at 7:30 o’clock P. M. to act upon the arti- 
cles contained therein :— 


The tellers appointed and sworn to office were:—

Elizabeth D. Wells was sworn in as stenographer for the 
duration of the meeting. 
Officers in attendance were:—

At 7:38 o’clock the meeting was called to order by the 
Moderator, Milford R. Lawrence. The hours of meeting were 
left to be decided later, the meeting being restricted only in 
the fact the Annual meeting could not adjourn over the day 
of election, in accordance with the Act establishing the Repre- 
sentative Town Meeting form of Government in Falmouth.

The members were counted and 113 declared present, the 
necessary number for a quorum being 105 no delay was caused 
in opening of the meeting for lack of members. 


Article 1. (Re: Election of town officers by ballot—see 
subsequent report of Election, Feb. 15th). ° 


Art. 2. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the Stand- 
ing Votes of the Town of Falmouth as printed in the Town 
Report of 1944 for the year 1945. 


Voted, that the Town does adopt for the year 1945 the 
Standing Votes of the Town as printed in the 1944 Town Re- 


port. 


Art 3. To choose all other necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing, including the election of the Recreation Com- 


mission. \

Art. 4. To see if the Town will vote to. elect a Town 
Director for the Cape Cod Extension Service as provided in 
Chapter 128, Sections 40 and 41 of the General Laws. 


Voted, that Maurice R. Jones be so elected. 


Art. 5. To hear the reports of Committees and Town 
Officers and act thereon, and make any necessary appropri- 
ations. 


Voted, that the reports of Committees and Town Officers 
as printed in the 1944 Town Report be accepted. 


Art. 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of 
the financial year beginning January 1, 1945, and to issue 
a note or notes therefor, payable within one year, and to 
renew any note or notes as may be given fora period of less 
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than one year in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, of 
the General Laws. 


Voted, that the Town does authorize the Town Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from 
time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial 
year beginning January 1, 1945, and to issue a note or notes 
therefor, payable within one year, and to renew any note or 
notes as may be given for a period of less than one year in 
accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, of the General Laws.

28 in West Falmouth, also Central Avenue from Route 28 in 
East Falmouth to Menauhant, under Chapter 90 in conjunc- 
tion with the State and County and any funds that may be 
available; or act anything else in this matter. 


Voted, to raise and appropriate $2,000 for the mainten- 
ance of the Old State Highway which runs from Route 28, 
Palmer Avenue to Route 28 in West Falmouth, also Central 
Avenue from Route 28 in East Falmouth to Menauhant, un- 
der Chapter 90 in conjunction with the State and County 
and any funds that may be available. Unanimous vote, a 
quorum being present. 


Art. 24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $2,018. for the purpose of hardening Box- 
berry Hill Road at Hatchville for a distance of % of a mile 
and for installing new drains on said Road, or take any other 
action on this matter.

Voted, to raise and appropriate $26,000. for the purpose 
of repairing shore roads damaged by hurricane and storm, 
said funds to be expended in conjunction with State and/or 
County funds. Unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


Art. 26. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Board of Water Commissioners to purchase water and to sell 
water outside of the Town for emergency or other necessary 
purposes under the provisions of Sec. 40, Chap. 40 of the Gen- 
eral Laws as amended by Chap. 475 of the Acts of 1943; or 
take any other advisable action for such purposes.

Sir: 


As directed by you I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of Falmouth for the period from 
October 19, 1944, the date of the previous examination to July 
28, 1945, and report thereon as follows: 


The financial transactions of the town, as recorded on 
the books of the several departments receiving and disburs- 
ing money or committing bills for collection, were examined 
and checked for the period covered by the audit. 


Town Accountant. The books and accounts in the office 
of the town accountant were examined, checked, and com- 
pared with the records of the several departments of the town 
and with the town treasurer’s books. The receipts, as record- 
ed, were compared with the town treasurer’s record of receipts 
and were checked with the departmental records of payments 
to the treasurer, while the recorded payments were checked 
with the treasurer’s record of disbursements and with the 
treasury warrants. 


The ledger accounts were analyzed, the appropriations 
and transfers being checked with the town clerk’s records of 
town meetings and with the records of the finance commit- 
tee. A trial balance was taken off proving the accounts to be 
in balance, and a balance sheet, showing the financial con- 
dition of the town as of July 28, 1945, was prepared and is ap- 
pended to this report. 


An examination of this balance sheet indicates that the 
financial condition of the town is excellent. 


51 


Treasurer. The books and accounts of the town treasurer 
were examined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts. 
were checked with the town accountant’s books, with the de- 
partmental records of payments to the treasurer, and with all 
other sources from which money was paid into the town 
treasury, while the disbursements were checked with the 
treasury warrants. 


The cash balance on July 28, 1945, was proved by actual 
count of the cash in the office and by reconciliation of the 
bank balances with statements furnished by the bank of de- 
posit. 


The records of the trust, investment, and retirement 
tunds in the custody of the town treasurer and the trustees 
were examined and checked. The securities and savings bank 
deposits were listed, the income was proved, and the disburse- 
ments and the transfers to the town were verified. 


The records of tax titles held ae the town were examined 
and checked. The taxes added to the tax title account were 
compared with the collector’s records, the recorded redemp- 
tions and disclaimers were verified, and the tax titles on hand 
were listed, reconciled with the town accountant’s ledger, and 
checked with the records in the Registry of Deeds. 


"The deductions fiom employees. on account of federal 
withholding taxes were listed and compared with the treas- 
urer’s recorded receipts. 


‘ The recorded payments on account of debt and interest 
were verified by comparison with the cancelled bonds and 
coupons on hand and with the amounts falling due. 


Tax Collector. The books and accounts of the tax col- 
lector were examined and checked in detail. The-taxes out- 
standing at the time of the previous examination and all sub- 
sequent commitments were audited and proved to the war- 
rants issued for their collection., The recorded receipts were 
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checked with the payments to the treasurer and with the 
town accountant’s books, the abatements as recorded were 
compared with the assessors’ records of abatements granted, 
and the outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled with 
the town accountant’s ledger. 


The cash balance on July 28, 1945, was proved by actual 
count of the cash in the office and by reconciliation of the 
bank balance with a statement furnished by the bank. 


Licenses and Permits. The records of licenses and per- 
mits issued by the selectmen, town clerk, and the police and 
health departments were examined and checked, and the 
payments to the State and the town treasurer were verified. 


Departmental Accounts Receivable. The commitments of 
departmental accounts receivable were examined and checked. — 
The recorded receipts were checked with the payments to the 
treasurer and with the town accountant’s books, the abate- 
ments as recorded were compared with the records in the de- 
partments authorized to grant abatements, and the out- 
standing accounts were listed and reconciled with the town 
accountant’s books. 


Water Accounts Receivable. The records of water ac- 
counts receivable were examined and checked in detail. The 
commitments were added, the recorded payments to the 
treasurer were compared with the treasurer’s cash book, the 
abatements were verified, the accounts added to taxes were 
checked, and the outstanding accounts were listed and re- 
conciled with the town accountant’s ledger. 


Outstanding Accounts. Verification of the correctness of 
the outstanding tax, departmental, and water accounts was 
obtained by mailing notices to a number of persons whose 
names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, 
the replies received thereto indicating that the accounts, as. 
listed, are correct. ) 
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Surety Bonds. The surety bonds of the town officials re- 
quired by law to furnish them were examined and found to be 
in proper form. 


Conclusion. In addition to the accounts mentioned, the 
records of all other departments collecting money for the 
town or committing bills for collection were examined and 
checked in detail. 


There are appended to this report, in addition to the bal- 
ance sheet, tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s 
and collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, tax title, depart- 
mental, and water accounts, as well as tables showing the 
condition and transactions of the trust funds. 


While engaged in making the audit, co-operation was re- 
ceived from all the town officials, for which, on behalf of my 
assistants and for myself, I wish to express appreciation.

The annual diphtheria immunization clinics were held 
on October 26, November 15, December 6 and December 27th 
under the supervision of the Health Department, School De- 
partment and Falmouth Nursing Association. The inocula- 
tions were given by Dr. A. P. Goff, County Health Officer. 
Seventy-four pre-school children and twelve school children 
were immunized. This makes a total of 2,453 diphtheria im- 
munizations since 1923 when the clinics were first started. 
Many others have been immunized by their own family phy- 
sicians. 

Cattle have been inspected, tested and inoculated as re- 
quired and all cattle barns have been inspected according to 
the State regulations, and no reactors from the tuberculin 
test were found. 


Milk and cream samples have been tested according to 
the annual custom. and found to be above the state require- 
ments for butter fats. The reports of these tests are on file 
in the Health Department office and may be seen by anyone 
wishing to do so. 


Water samples have been tested when requested and 
since the hurricane many have availed themselves of this 
service in places where there is no town water. 
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Thirty-four dogs have been quarantined for biting for 
the fourteen day period required by law. All dogs were healthy 
and showed no symptoms of rabies. One horse bite was also 
reported and the horse quarantined. 


Recreational camps and overnight camps in the town 
have been inspected and approved by the State Department 
of Public Health for sanitation and water supplies. 


All complaints received during the year have been in- 
vestigated and taken care of. All restaurants and stores have 
been inspected and changes made where they were found 
necessary. 


All serums, vaccines and culture tubes are kept on hand 
at all times and made available to physicians upon their re- 
quest. 


This department wishes to thank the physicians of this 
town, Dr. Julius Kelley of the Barnstable County Sanatorium, 
Dr. A. P. Goff, County Health Officer, Dr. Harold W. Stevens, 
District Health Officer, the School Department, Falmouth 
Nursing Association and all other agencies that have co-op- 
erated with us, for their support and assistance in the year 
1945. 


We are glad to welcome back the physicians who so ably 
served their country during the war and have now returned 
to Falmouth.

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Dumps Report 


Ten trucking and eight swill licenses were granted dur- 
ing 1945 beside that of the Town Contractor for collection of 
rubbish and swill. A great many loads of rubbish and tree 
branches and stumps have been brought to the dump this 
year on account of cleaning up the hurricane wreckage. The 
Gifford Street dump is the only one where swill may be taken. 
The East Falmouth dump has been closed for two years but 
it is still necessary to police it to prevent further dumping. 
The North Falmouth dump takes care of the rubbish in that 
end of the town. 


The Gifford Street Dump Keeper reports that approxi- 
mately 16,010 loads of all kinds have been taken to that dump 
in 1945. 


Again this year we would like to recommend that water 
service be installed at the Gifford Street dump for fire pro- 
tection and sanitary purposes.

The State requires that all Herring Rivers be kept open 
for the purpose of allowing herring to enter the rivers to 
spawn. The herring rivers in Falmouth are known as Coona- 
messett, West Falmouth, Little Pond, Salt, Fresh and Trunk 
Rivers. 


During the past year, a great deal of labor has been re- 
quired to keep the rivers open as we have had many severe 
storms and very high winds that have filled the rivers with 
sand and stones. 

Several times it has been necessary to hire a large crane 
and digger to take care of this work. These rivers must also 
be kept open to allow an outlet to the sea or the waters back 
up and cellars fill with water in that area.

I am asking for $700. to prevent the Dutch Elm Disease 
from getting a foothold here in this town by pruning out as 
much dead wood as possible in all elm trees in the entire 
town. It is in the dead wood where the disease is first found.

During August and September 
seven thousand two hundred and forty-eight fall webs were 
cut and burned. These are getting to be an awful pest and 
are more plentiful each year. These must be cut off and 
burned as spraying does not reach them in the webs. 


In the June storm we lost seven more trees which were 
removed. New trees have been planted in various sections 
of the town and fertilized. The usual tree trimming has been 
carried on as well as possible but I have been handicapped by 
the lack of labor this year.

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Report of Highway Surveyor 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I hereby submit my report of work done on the highways 
for the year 1945. 


The following damage which was caused by the hurri- 
cane has been repaired with Chapter 90 funds: 


Beach and Nobska roads rebuilt and repaired 
where damaged. 


Grand Avenue South, Falmouth Heights, re- 
paired and bluff filled in. 


Menauhant Road and approaches to Great Pond 
Bridge, Green Pond and Bourne’s Pond Bridge re- 
paired. Reconstruction of Bourne’s Pond Bridge 
completed. This work was let out to contract. 


After this work was completed, a heavy gale on Nov. 23 
did extensive new damage which has not yet been repaired. 
This gale damage will be repaired as soon as possible with 
Chapter 90 funds under Highway Department supervision. 


Under Chapter 90 Maintenance, 6,000 feet of road was 
built on Central Avenue at Menauhant. This work was done 
by the town under supervision of the Highway Surveyor. 


In addition the Highway Department repaired hurricane 
damage as follows: road, cable railing and sidewalk at Old 


78 


Silver Beach Bridge; road and railing at Pine Island Bridge; 
road and cable railing at Chappaquoit Island; highway and 
railing at Fresh River Culvert on Surf Drive. 


Considerable time and labor have been devoted this year 
to resurfacing and seal coating several town roads. This 
necessary work is of great benefit and the temporary aid 
given each road helps greatly in the preservation of our en- 
tire road system. Our method of resurfacing with pea stone 
has proved satisfactory. The new surface thus applied has 
stood up in all kinds of weather. Listed are a number of 
roads which have been seal coated during 1945 with sand and 
stone: 


County Road, North Falmouth, one mile; Pine Street, 
North Falmouth, three-tenths of a mile; Wild Harbor Road, 
North Falmouth, three-tenths of a mile; Oakwood Avenue, 
Falmouth, three-tenths of a mile; Davis Road, Falmouth, 
three-tenths of a mile; Surf Drive, Falmouth, one-half mile; 
Mill Road, Falmouth, one mile; Elm Road, Falmouth, three- 
tenths of a mile; Brick Kiln road, Teaticket, one-half mile; 
Old Meeting House Road, East Falmouth, one-half mile; Aca- 
pesket Road, East Falmouth, two miles; Menauhant Road, 
East Falmouth, one mile; Nobska Road, Woods Hole, two and 
one-half miles; Oyster Pond Road, Quissett, one-half mile; 
Sippewissett Road, one-half mile; Falmouth Heights Road, 
one mile. 


This makes a total of 12% miles of restored highway. The 
work was done with a maximum of eight men, spreader, load- 
er, four trucks and the bulldozer. 


Sea walls completed at New Silver Beach were located 
at Ocean View and Silver Beach Avenues under the Highway 
Department’s supervision. 


Considerable patching and maintenance has been neces- 
gary on all roads this year. All roads are now in passable and 
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fair condition. All our gravel roads have been scraped and 
graded several times during the year and are now in first 
class condition. 


The drains in most streets have been cleaned and kept 
in first class condition. A new drainage system has been in- 
stalled on Sandwich road, south of Mike Miranda’s store. 
This road has been raised and new drainage system installed 
in proximity to the land of Felix Costa on Sandwich Road. 


Street signs have been painted and erected in various sec- 
tions of the town where lettering on old signs had become un- 
readable. New signs have been erected where needed. This 
work is continued every year. 


We have purchased a new trailer and new truck. A bull- 
dozer has also been added to the department and has proved 
most useful in expediting our work. 


With very limited help we have been able to take care of 
the eight snow storms of the year. The final snow storm was 
an unusually bad one. We have had much more than the 
average snowfall this year. 


In conclusion may I say that the department’s equipment 
has been brought up to fairly good condition. 


I want to express my thanks and appreciation to the 
heads of all departments and to my entire personnel for the 
splendid cooperation I have received throughout the year. I 
also want to thank all the contractors who have worked with 
me in repairing the hurricane damage.

Installing the new Radio setup this year, has been a 
great help in keeping the forest fire loss down. This radio 
enables us to keep in touch with the State patrol cars, and 
towers in this section. We have a Master set at Headquar- 
ters and four Mobile units which in my opinion is well worth 
the money appropriated at the last Town Meeting. With- 
out radio contact we would be behind the times and would 
lose more woods. 
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This past year we have had about the usual number of 
fires with not any large fires to contend with. Our policy is 
to send enough apparatus out on the first call; in this way 
there is no waiting for apparatus. Part of the season was 
very dry, but luck was with us. There were however, 14 
Railroad fires which amounted in cost to $339.43 which this 
Department pays out of its budget, but the Town Treasurer 
is reimbursed for same. ry 


The number of fires this year was 102, there were more 
grass fires than woods, and a great many were caused by care- 
lessness. We had quite a few incendiary fires, and it is very 
difficult to apprehend these culprits, but they may rest as- 
sured that if caught they will be dealt with to the full extent 
of the law. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the people 
for their cooperation in being careful when using their in- 
cinerators. The fires caused by incinerators this year were 
much less than last year. Yearly permits are issued for the 
use of incinerators; this is a State Law and must be enforced. 
Also, look out for private dumps. 


We have had Patrol cars out during the dangerous fire 
season. All these cars are equipped with radio, and in my 
opinion was a great help in locating fires, and in many cases 
the men in these Patrol cars could hold spot fire until regu- 
lar apparatus arrived. 


A great many dangerous areas were burned over last 
Spring, but there are a large number that we could not get 
at as time was limited when orders came from the State 
Dept. to cease all burning. 


This year we would like to do more Fire Break burning 
as conditions in some sections of the Town are not good. 


Again, I want to thank the people of this Town that do 
get permits to burn in the open and also that this year the 
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permit situation will be dealt with more severely, as we are 
under Department of Conservation rules. 


Out of town fires were about the same as last year and 
-no large fires were attended. 


The County Brush Breaker which is housed at Headquar- 
ters has been used quite a bit; in some cases it is used on 
house fires in isolated sections of the Town where there is no 
water available. 


The help situation I think will be better this year as 
there are more men who will respond to forest fires when 
necessary than last year. 


The Department of Conservation, and the District War- 
den have cooperated in every way possible in conducting fires 
er helping in any way. 


Let me again thank the people who have assisted and 
helped in any way during the past year.

Gentlemen: 


Herewith is submitted a report of the Building Depart- 
ment for the year 1945. 


Building construction during the past year has improved 
as the table of comparisons will show. 


During the past year there have been built, new dwell- 
ings in the sum of $131,900.00, Commercial Bldgs., $75,100.00 
and Accessory Bldgs. $30,100.00. This makes a total of 
$237,100.00 for new construction and a total of $61,590.00 for 
alterations. 


These figures are shown in the table below and a refer- 
ence to the comparison of previous years will indicate that 
both construction and valuation are on the up grade. 


There was a total of 100 new buildings and 71 alteration 
and repair permits. 


Twenty hearings were held during the year before the 
Board of Selectmen and the Board of Appeals for Special Per- 
mits and Variances of the Zoning By-Laws. 


I believe that it might be well to bring to the attention 
of the Taxpayers of the Town, that in addition to controlling 
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and supervising the enforcement of the Zoning By-Laws of 
jthe Town, the Department has another reason for existence, 
and that is by the use of adequate records and correct data 
obtained from inspections the Department furnishes on im- 
mediate report to the Assessors of facts or information that 
create new sources of revenue. 


The following figures show in detail the volume of build- 
ing during the year. These statistics show the character of 
the building, and the cost entered upon the applications for 
permits.

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Report of School Committee 


During the year the School Committee has held twelve 
regular and four special meetings. A detailed financial re- 
port will be found in the following pages. — 


In September 1945 the Junior High School and the Sen- 
ior High School were combined under one principal and the 
work of the two schools coordinated on a six year basis. This 
step was a return to the type of organization which obtained 
prior to September 1937. The plan has many advantages, 
some of which are: 


1. Better articulation between the junior and senior 
periods of secondary education. 


2. The college group in Grade 9, which is considered by 
by the colleges as the first year of high school, will be 
under the direct supervision of principal and faculty 
of the senior high school. 


3. Both buildings will be on the same period schedule 
which will permit an interchange of teachers and 
pupils between the buildings where desirable. 


This year Miss Helen Greene Allen completed thirty-five 
consecutive years of service in Lawrence High School and re- 
ceived congratulations from the School Committee in appre- 
ciation of her valuable service to the school and the com- 
munity. 

The Town Athletic Field in the rear of the USO Building 


was turned over to the School Department for supervision 
and upkeep. 
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The regular meeting night of the School Commmittee 
was changed from the first Wednesday to the second Tues- 
day of each month. 


School buildings are generally in a very poor state of re- 
pair. Many of them leak, the paint is peeling off, and the 
interior repairs that need attention are numerous. Brick 
buildings on Cape Cod will usually leak if they are not water- 
proofed. The Hall School was waterproofed several years ago 
and the Teaticket School last year. The Village School is now 
leaking so badly that it should be waterproofed immediately. 
The Committee is requesting this year in a special article a 
sum over and above that included in the budget for ordinary 
repairs. The combined items amount to about 5% of the total 
and are about half what one of our neighboring Cape towns 
spends each year for the upkeep of its school buildings. 


For many years we have realized that lighting conditions. 
in the Hall School are very bad and are injurious to the 
pupils’ eyesight. Desks in several rooms at the Village School 
are the same ones used for thirty years in the old building 
and they are now worn out and unsuitable for pupils’ use. 
The East Falmouth School needs warm water service so that 
children may wash their hands, and fountains so they may 
drink. These and other items are included in a special arti- 
cle for new services. 


Attention is called to the fact that although the total 
budget expenditure for 1945 was $205,280.51, refunds to the 
amount of $20,274.43 reduced the net cost to the Town to 
$185,006.08. 


The Committee wishes to express its appreciation to the 
Finance Committee and other town officials for their cooper- 
ation and assistance throughout the year.

AGE OF ADMISSION TO SCHOOL. Any child who is six 
years of age or who will reach the sixth year on or before the 
first day of April following the opening of school in September 
may be admitted to school, but in every case the admission of 
a child under six shall be dependent upon the fitness of the 
child to profit by the work of the school, such fitness to be de- 
termined by the superintendent. Pupils under the age of seven 
who have not previously attended school shall not. be permit- 
ter to enter later than thirty days after the opening of school 
in September. 

BIRTH CERTIFICATES. A birth certificate is required 
for entrance to school. 

' VACCINATION. All children must be vaccinated before 
entering school. 

EXCUSES FOR ABSENCES AND TARDINESS. Teachers 
shall require a written excuse from parent or guardian for 
each absence or tardiness. 

: SCHOOL ATTENDANCE. (Extracts from General Laws.) 
Chapter 76, Sec. 1—“Every child between seven and sixteen, 
except a child between fourteen and sixteen who meets the 
requirements for the completion of the sixth grade ... and 
who holds a permit for employment ... and is regularly em- 
ployed thereunder for at least six hours per day, or a child

... and has the written permission of the superintendent of

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FIRE PREVENTION BUREAU INSPECTIONS 


There have been 2,674 inspections made during the year 
1945. I have issued 14 notices to abate fire menaces. All viol- 
ations were corrected and there are none outstanding at the 
present time. 


Evidently our townspeople are getting careless in Fire 
Prevention. An increase of 41% in the number of fires this 
past year over the number during 1944 substantiates this 
statement. Ninety nine percent of these fires could have been 
prevented by following a few simple rules on Fire Prevention. 
The following are a few rules which if followed may help to 
keep the number of fires down during the year 1946: 


RULES FOR THE PREVENTION OF FIRE 


First clear the building of all waste, cumbustible material, 
etc. Start in the attic and work down to the basement, room 
by room, and closet by closet, and clean out all waste com- 
bustible material consisting of papers, rags, excelsior, paper 
boxes, broken furniture, old clothing, etc. 


After you have put all the accumulated rubbish into a 
pile, go back and look over the items that you have been go- 
ing to get rid of for years but always seem to put back, and 
keep after all. That’s right, let’s get rid of them for good, 
this time. 


Check your chimney and have it cleaned if needed. Look - 
the chimney over from top to bottom and have all cracks or 
loose joints repaired. Have all unused opening plugged with 
proper metal stoppers. Make sure nothing of a combustible 
nature is in contact with or piled against the chimney. In 
the case a chimney has a fireplace, it would be wise to have 
a spark arrester screen installed on the top of the chimney 
unless the roof is built of fire proof material. If already 
screened check the condition of the screen and renew if 
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necessary. Always keep a screen ‘in front of the fireplace it- 
self to prevent sparks from falling onto the floor or rugs. 
Never build too large a fire in the fireplace as the heat is 
liable to work its way through the brick and set fire to wood- 
work either in the rear or under the fireplace itself. It is 
always good policy to extinguish the fire in the fireplace be- 
fore retiring for the night. 


Clean all stoves and furnaces and their smokepipes thor- 
oughly and renew piping where needed. Make sure that 
your stove, or furnace is in good condition and no spark or 
live coals can fall onto the floor. See that no combustible 
material is placed within three (3) feet of any furnace or 
stove. 


Check all electric wiring, lamp and appliance cords. 
Make sure that no metal is in contact with the wires, and if 
cords or wires are bare, or frayed, have them repaired by a 
competent licensed electrician. Never allow an electric cord 
to be placed beneath a rug or a carpet. Check the fuses, mak- 
ing sure they are the proper size. Never place pennies in the 
back of fuses as a fire is almost certain to follow this prac- 
tice. If a fuse keeps “blowing out” there is something wrong. 
Have a licensed electrician find the trouble and correct it 
properly. 


Check all oil burners, making sure they are clean, that 
there are no oil leaks, and that they are working properly. 


Remove all gasoline from the building. The only safe 
place for gasoline around the home is in the tank of your 
automobile. The explosive power of one pint of gasoline is 
equal to that of one pound of dynamite. Never under any 
circumstances ever use gasoline for cleaning purposes in‘the 
home. Gasoline vapor may find its way to the kitchen stove 
or some other flame and become ignited. When removing a 
spot with the use of gasoline by rubbing with a piece of cloth 
saturated with the liquid, the friction charges between the 
two pieces of fabric causing a static spark and an explosion 
or fire is the result. 
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Keep all matches in covered metal containers, and store 
where small children cannot reach them. 


The number thirteen is considered by some people to be 
an unlucky number, but any way to burn your home is bad. 
The thirteen causes of fire listed below appear most often in 
reports of fires that destroy homes by the hundred thous- 
ands, and result in thousands of deaths from burns and smoke 
suffocation in the United States every year. These and other 
causes can all be avoided by forethought and simple precau- 
tions. 


(1) Send clothes to the cleansers to be dry cleaned, or use 
non-explosive cleaning fluid. 


(2) Burn paint cloths and oily rags in the incinerator at . 
once. Store oily mops, etc., in a covered metal con- 
tainer. 


(3) Have your smoke before you go to bed. Make sure to ex- 
tinguish your cigarette before you lay it down for good. 
Look around:the house before retiring; maybe you have 
dropped a spark from your cigarette on the chair or 
sofa. (Such things happen.) 


(4) Use only fireproof roofing. It not, at least protect the 
roof from falling sparks. 
(5) Keep matches away from small children. 


(6) Replace frayed electric cords and repair defective elec- 
trical equpiment. 


(7) Keep a screen in front of your fireplace, and do not 
build too large a fire. 


(8) Use only metal barrels for ashes and rubbish. Hot ash- 


es will set fire to wooden barrels. 


~S 


(9) Use paper and kindling for starting.a fire. Never use 
kerosene. 
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(10) Never keep gasoline in the home. 


(11) Keep chimneys, stoves, furnaces, and smoke pipes clean 
and in good repair. 


(12) Keep portable oil stoves clean and set them well away 
from combustible materials. i 


(13) Burn rubbish only in an incinerator that is protected 
with a cover, and is placed well away from buildings, or 
combustibles. 


I regret that I have one death caused by fire to report 


this year. In this case, death had occurred before our arrival 
at the scene, and the department was helpless to prevent it.

Sir: 


In compliance with departmental orders, I hereby submit 
my annual report in connection with the Fire Alarm System 
tor which I am responsible. 


The Fire Alarm System is in very good working order, al- 
though all of the work has not been completed due to the 
fact that the wire and stock ordered did not come in time for 
me to complete the work that I had outlined to do this year. 
I did manage however to make repairs to several of the weak 
spots therefore keeping all circuits in working order without 
« breakdown so far this winter, with the exception of two 
breaks on Wild Harbor Rd., North Falmouth, both breaks were 
caused by trees being blown over and taking out the alarm 
wires with them. 


Outlined is a list of Fire Alarm Circuits that I have started 
to work on and what is left to do. 


Circuit No. 1 East Falmouth—The duplex cable from the 
East Falmouth Station to the Catholic Church has been re- 
moved, and replaced with a pair of No. 10 insulated wires, 
mounted on two pin cross arms, this type of wire will be used 
through to the Teaticket School, which will get rid of all du- 
plex wire in that circuit. 


Circuit No. 2 Town—This will have to be gone over and 
pulled up to get rid of the slack, and at the same time it will 
be possible to replace several sections that are ready to cause 
trouble. 
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Circuit No. 3 Woods Hole—This circuit is in very good 
shape and needs very little work done, with the exception of 
a few sections of duplex cable on Penzance road that should 
be replaced. 


Circuit No. 4 West and North Falmouth—This circuit is in 
good shape with the exception of several sections of duplex 
cable on Jones Rd. that will be replaced this year. Wild Har- 
bor Rd. has been. all gone over and is in very good condition. 


One Fire Alarm Box was found to be defective at one of 
the monthly tests, and had to be sent to the factory for re- 
pairs, also one six inch turtle gong was damaged by high volt- 
age coming in contact with the alarm circuit. I have made 
repairs to it and it is back in service. 


All Fire Alarm boxes should be painted this year, as it 
has been two years since the last time it was done. 


Three new Fire Alarm boxes were installed this year, re- 
placing three of the old types that were no longer dependable. 


Circuit No. 1 has been extended approximately 1,500 feet 
down Scranton Ave. and into Succannessett Homes to a Fire 
Alarm box on that property, all wire and equipment was paid 
for by the U. S. Government. 


Headquarters Station was able to put up a few Christmas 
lights this year for the first time since the outbreak of the 
war. Next year I hope all stations will be able to put up a 
display of Christmas lights also. I have asked for enough 
money to cover the cost of this equipment in my budget. 


This year as in the past I have been called upon to assist 
the different departments of the Town in an electrical capac- 
ity. 


The traffic lights at the Quissett four corners have given 
8 little trouble this past year with the flashing mechanism 
' which should be replaced, also the main control box should 
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be replaced if it should become necessary to change the 
lights over from flashing to automatic changing of colors. 


The new F. M. Motorola two-way radio communication 
system installed in headquarters is working very well, as are 
four mobile units that I have installed in Engine No. 5, Chiefs 
car, Wire car, and Service truck. I hope that we will be able 
to put a receiver in each of the outlying stations as well as 
a mobile unit in the County brush breaker, or one of the for- 
est fire trucks. 


Since we have changed our frequency from 35,940KC to 
31,340KC we have got away from all the State Police interfer- 
ance that was bothering us in the set up, all fire departments 
and fire towers now havea clear channel in which to operate 
their radio communications. 


The ICS batteries are now over eight years old and are 
showing signs of deteriorating, and should be replaced within 
the next year or two. 


I would at this time like to make a suggestion that we 
try and work out some way in which to eliminate some of the 
false alarms that we have to contend with. I realize that it 
is impossible to stop all of the false alarms, but I do think 
that we can work out a plan that will cut down the amount 
of false alarms to a minimum. 


My suggestion is we insert once a month a warning in 
the local paper explaining to the people of Falmouth the ac- 
tual cost to the Town every time our trucks roll out to one 
of these alarms, and also the danger that is involved not 
only to the firemen or trucks, but to the lives of children and 
grown-ups alike that could very easily be hurt by our trucks 
and cars answering a pulled box. I believe that if we can 
“drive it home” to the parents of our younger generation that 
they will think twice before they pull the handle of a fire 
alarm box. 
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I also think it should be brought out in every class 
room in all the schools in the Town, the danger, the cost 
to the Town and the fine that is connected with it to any 
person caught pulling a false alarm just to hear the whistle 
and sirens blow. This is just a thought that I had in my 
mind, and I think that it will do a lot of good if we can work 
it out. We have been very fortunate so far, but it can happen.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF 


Another year is ended, the prospects for the ensuing year 
look much brighter as conditions should be better. 


This Department has been very active this year. The 
fire losses are larger than last year. We have had two fairly 
large fires, namely; the Crosby house at West Falmouth and 
the Breakwater Hotel at Woods Hole. We had a larger num- 
ber of fires than last year, which was 141. We have had too 
many false alarms this year and have tried in every way to 
stop same, but it is hard to get evidence to convict party or 
parties. It takes an eye witness to testify in order to get a 
conviction. 


We have kept the standard number of permanent men 
this year, but it was very difficult to keep some of them as 
there were plenty of jobs which were open. Although we had 
to change men quite often, the indications now show that 
help will be plentiful in the near future. I have tried to get a 
Civil Service Examination for entrance to the Fire Depart- 
ment, but as yet have not been able to do so. 


We still have a few Junior Firemen on the job, which 
helps a great deal when we need men. 


At the last Town meeting it was voted to purchase a 
new pump to be used for pumping out cellars. This pump was 
purchased and during the year a large number of cellars were 
pumped out. The water in these cellars was caused by storms 
and extra high tides. Have also helped in many ways where 
an emergency arose. This is our job. 


Our Fire Protection Division is still growing and during, 
the past year a great many new duties have been added. This 
Division is of a great help to the Town for safety’s sake. 
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As usual our Firemen’s Memorial Sunday was held. The 
Rev. John J. Kelly, our Chaplain, invited all members of the 
Department to attend services at St. Patrick’s Church. A large 
number attended. A Communion breakfast followed, after 
which graves of all our departed members were decorated and 
a prayer said at each grave. 


_ All equipment including hose has been tested at Company 
Drills in all Stations. 


By installing the new Radio voted at Town Meeting last 
year you have made it possible to save time and fire losses. 
At the present time we would not know how to get along 
without it. 


We have had a few out of town calls at Mashpee where we 
have a working agreement with that Town. 


Fighting fires with fog equipment is the latest and most 
proficient method at the present time, and I recommend the 
purchase of Fog nozzles and other such equipment to combat 
fires in which this equipment would be necessary. 


2 Again I want to thank the Board of Fire Engineers and 
all members of the Department for their cooperation during 
the year 1945.

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Report of Shore Erosion Committee 


January 12, 1946. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 


The Shore Erosion Committee herewith submits its re- 
port for the year 1945. 


The Committee met and organized on March 19, 1945, 
with all members present. Three other meetings were held 
during the year, with local men experienced in shore protec- 
tion construction participating. Plans for the location and 
design of jetties were adopted. 


Falmouth’s $100,000 Bill for shore protection was before 
the State Legislature and it was apparent that the State 
would provide funds to be matched by the Town and County. 
Members of the Committee, with the Selectmen, attended 
two public hearings at the State House and urged the passage 
of the measure. Late in July, the State Legislature combined 
Falmouth’s Bill with six other communities, and provided 
$250,000 as the State’s share for the repair of hurricane dam- 
age and shore protection. This fund was added to the Water- 
ways budget. 


The State Waterways office was contacted and a check 
was made on the Hurricane Survey. The office had a plan of 
the Sound shore line from Menauhant to Nobska Lighthouse, 
but had not made any studies for shore protection. A copy 
of this plan was obtained and the Committee made tentative 
locations for jetties and the placing of riprap to protect the 
Town Roads along the Sound shore at Menauhant, Acapesket, 
Maravista, Falmouth Heights, Surf Drive and Nobska. 
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Many requests were received from private owners for the 
construction of protection in front of their properties. It was 
voted by the Committee to adopt a program to protect the 
Town Highways first and thereby save all the taxpayers the 
continuous expense or rebuilding the shore roads after heavy 
storms. 


Included in the program were the rebuilding of the East 
and West Jetties at Falmouth Harbor, the rebuilding of the 
East and West Jetties at Great Pond Outlet, connecting the 
Megansett Harbor Breakwater to the shore, jetties for Silver 
Beach, jetty at the Moors Bath house, and jetties at Juniper 
Point. The last three locations were voted at the 1945 Annual 
Town Meeting. Also included for future consideration were 
the construction of a breakwater at West Falmouth Harbor, 
East and West Jetties at Greens Pond Outlet and East and 
West Jetties at Bourne’s Pond Outlet, together with dredging 
at all three locations. 


Due to the high costs and the demand for contractors’ 
services on private hurricane repair projects, the State Offi- 
cials have delayed action on the allocation of funds but it is 
expected that work will be started this coming year.

Gentlemen: 

The Town Survey Committee herewith submits its report 
for the year 1945. 

The office this year was swamped with work due to the 
great number of real estate transfers. It was impossible to 
take care of the requests for information or to give sufficient 
time to those who had questions on boundaries. 

Work on plotting the transfer deeds was continued but 
there are still two years of deeds to be plotted. Copies of a 
large number of record plans were made and additional fil- 
ing space will be needed in another year. Field work was done 
on tax appeal cases, Great Sippewissett marsh, Childs River 
bog and swamp area and White’s Landing. 

Plans for rehabilitation projects, Falmouth Harbor pro- 
ject, Shore Erosion studies, Surf Drive beach taking, traffic 
studies, and other miscellaneous town projects were fur- 
nished. The office compiled data and plans for the State En- 
gineers on Hurricane Repair projects. 

The Engineer has worked on a part time basis during the 
past several years and this arrangement has proven to be un- 
satisfactory. The committee is requesting an increase in the 
budget for the year 1946 in order to employ a full time en- 
gineer with the necessary help.

The Bureau of Old Age Assistance ended the year 1945 
with a total of 87 cases on record. Of these 65.5% were re- 
with a total of 87 cases on record. Of these 65.5% were 
totally aided from Old Age Assistance funds; 27.5% were 
receiving some assistance from relatives; while 6.9% were 
being assisted from some other source, with Old Age Assist- 
ance supplementing their need. 

With the change in law, effective January 1, 1946, in- 
creasing the exemptions of children of recipients of Old Age 
Assistance, the Bureau anticipates a larger case load in the 
ensuing year. Comparatively fewer cases will be receiving 
contributions from responsible relatives. This means that 
a greater percentage will be aided from Old Age Assistance 
funds, and the financial burden will have to be carried by 
this Bureau. In view of these facts, it is necessary for the 
Bureau of Old Age Assistance to have a larger appropriation 
for 1946 so that it may be prepared to meet these conditions.

To the Voters of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Finance Committee respectfully submits the annual 
report of its activities for the year 1945. 


Eighteen meetings were held during the year. 


The following is a report of the expenditures from the 
Reserve Fund:

The above table shows that the total amount of the Re- 
serve Fund was expended during the year. At the end of 1944 
there was an unexpended balance in the Reserve Fund of 
$2,328.31. This year we received requests for expenditures 
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for much more than the amount of the fund. In several cases 
Departments have been forced to contract bills which will 
have to be approved for payment by the voters at the 1946 
Annual Town Meeting. These facts would seem to indicate 
either that a Reserve Fund of $7,500.00 is no longer adequate 
or that there is a growing tendency by some Department 
heads in planning their expenditures not to provide enough 
money for emergency expenses. We feel that, in most cases, 
the second indication has been the case this year. Everyone 
realizes that these emergencies cannot be foreseen always. 
We feel, however, that Department heads are exposing them- 
selves to adverse criticism when they overrun budgets voted 
for their Department by the Town Meeting. We feel very 
strongly that their first responsibility is to give the Town the 
best service that their Departments can supply with the pub- 
lic funds placed in their control by the voters. If plans are 
carefully prepared, after funds have been voted, with ade- 
quate provision made for emergency expenses, in very few 
cases will it be necessary to-request transfers from the Re- 
serve Fund. If these suggestions are followed a Reserve Fund 
of $7,500.00 will be adequate for the next year. 


All residents and taxpayers must be aware that our an- 
nual expenditures are growing each year. It has been the 
aim of the Finance Committee to keep our tax rate at $25.00 
or less. We realize that during war years when all costs rise, 
it necessarily follows that our tax rate must also rise. We 
view with alarm the fact that our tax rate this year has risen 
to $28.00 and that the prospect for 1946 is that it will be as 
high if not higher. We cannot afford to place such a burden 
on our summer residents who pay the biggest share of our 
taxes. In so doing it might motivate their moving away from 
Falmouth as has been the case in other resort communities. 


We urge that every resident take an active interest in 
Town government, that all attend the Town Meetings. The 
members of your Finance Committee spend many, many 
hours during the year studying the needs of the Town in 
order that their recommendations will reflect, what, in their 
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honest judgment, are the best policies for the Town. Your 
appreciation of this work by the fifteen business men who 
make up your Finance Committee, can best be expressed by 
accepting and supporting their recommendations. Your in- 
terest and support is invited and will be appreciated.

In comparing this report with that of last year there ap- 
pears a very noticeable increase in crime in that the number 
of arrests has increased 60%; an increase of 16% in the num- 
ber of complaints that had to be investigated and breaks 
were nearly three times as many in 1944. 


We have had to meet this situation with two less men 
than we had in 1944, with the result that we have not been 
able to patrol certain areas as well as I would like, and we 
have not been able to inspect the summer homes as often as 
they should be. 


House inspection is a service which our taxpayers expect 
and are entitled to, and there is no doubt that it does prevent 
a large number of breaks and vandalism. 


In my budget for 1946 I have requested an additional 
amount necessary to maintain two more patrolmen, and I 
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solicit your support, and through you, the support of the tax- 
payers of the Town in order that we may be in a better posi- | 
tion to meet the requirements of this Department and furnish 
the protection it deserves. ; i 


Notwithstanding the fact that several of the officers of 
this Department have been required to put in many hours of 
extra duty and report for duty on their days off because of 
the present need of more men, they are still interested in at- 
tending classes at the Barnstable County Police School, but, 
under the circumstances, their attendance is necessarily 
limited.

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Report of Public Welfare 


The Board of Public Welfare has expended $24,825.85 for 
General Relief. Aid given to cases that are chargeable to oth- 
er Towns, Cities, and State amounts to $4,574.72, which leaves 
a balance of $20,251.13 as a net cost to the Town of Falmouth. 


A total expenditure of $19,550.85 was made under Aid to 
Dependent Children. We have received $11,238.23 from the 
Federal and State Governments as a reimbursement, which 
leaves a net cost of $8,312.62 to the Town of Falmouth. 


We are pleased to report a substantial reduction in the 
cost of General Relief which once more reflects the extremely 
favorable opportunities for full employment that have existed 
during the past year. 


The net cost to the Town during the past year is the low- 
est since the Welfare office was established. 


There are 27 families receiving assistance under Aid to 
Dependent Children. Medical and surgical care have been 
given to the children where any abnormal condition to the 
throat, nose, eye, and ear have been disclosed after a physical 
examination. The State authorities constantly stress the im- 
portance of maintaining good health in the children receiv- 
ing aid under this department, so that all physical defects 
may be corrected in the early stages preventing physical dis- 
ability in later life. 
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The department gratefully acknowledges the assistance 
of the Nursing Association, the School Nurse, and the agent 
of the S. P. C. C. 5

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Report of Water Commissioners 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


We respectfully submit the following report, covering the 
cperation of the Town Water Works for the year 1945: 


Review of the Year’s Work 

The past year has been one of unusual activity. Since 
1941 we have been obliged to simply maintain the water 
works to supply a largely increased demand due to war activi- 
ties. Various service installations, such as Washburn Island, 
the Navy and Coast Guard bases, and particularly the former 
Robbins Laundry, made large demands on our supply. What- 
ever falling off in domestic consumption resulted from fewer 
vacationists was offset by the many service families living in 
Falmouth. 


Our fire protection service was maintained as before and 
domestic service was kept up to the highest limit practicable 
—the only slowing-down being due perhaps to lack of labor 
and material for replacing worn-out service. From 1942 un- 
til 1945 very little was done in the way of extending the sys- 
tem. At the Annual Town Meeting we made plans and pre- 
parations for catching up on long-needed improvements 
which had been postponed on account of the war. It ap- 
peared early in the year that there was a probability of the 
end of the war with Germany at any rate, in which case 
material would again be available. Appropriations were voted 
at the Annual Meeting so that our program could be carried 
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out if conditions permitted. Those conditions did permit, 
with the result that the Department has had its most active 
year of construction since 1926. 


The principal items of the program were: 
The Menauhant Extension. 


Improved service to the Waquoit district by a 
new main from the Antlers Inn, looping in with 
the Seapit main. 


The Oyster Pond Loop from the Moors to the 
Oyster Pond Road in Quissett. 


Replacement of worn-out and leaky main on 
Trotting Park Road. 


Replacement of the same on Brick Kiln Road in 
East Falmouth. 


Replacement of 8” main over Great Pond River 
Bridge which was destroyed in the 1944 hurricane. 


Completion of cement lining of 10” main from 
Pumping Station to West Falmouth. 


Lining with cement, 12” main from Pumping 
Station to Teaticket. 


Minor extensions of mains in Beebe Acres to sup- 
ply new houses. 


Replacement of worn-out line in Jericho Path 
and in Chapel Park. 


Contract let for 250,000-gallon elevated tank in 
East Falmouth. 


In addition, we have assisted and supervised construc- 
_tion of a sizeable project of lateral lines in Menauhant and a 
smaller one on the westerly end of Jericho Path, both of 
these being financed by interested parties, with the expecta- 
tion that the Town would take them over and include them 
in the system. 
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Later on in this report more details of these projects will 
be given. 


Waquoit Pumping Station was operated quite extensively 
during the summer months for improving and maintaining 
satisfactory pressures in the easterly part of the town. 


We had an extremely dry summer which caused large de- 
mands for sprinkling and irrigating. The greatest demand 
for these purposes came from the western part of town, par- 
ticularly Woods Hole, Quissett and Falmouth Village. Our 
mains in these areas are the largest, and our storage the best, 
so that there was little trouble in meeting the demand. Water 
naturally takes the shortest and easiest path, so that after 
these demands were met pressure was hardly sufficient to 
push the required quantities through the long, tortuous pipe- 
line supplying East Falmouth and Waquoit. Consequently, on 
several occasions we ran our Waquoit Station to bolster up 
the supply here. During the time the 12” line through Good- 
will Park was shut off for lining, we had to run this auxiliary 
station nearly every day because all water for East Falmouth 
had to be pumped the roundabout way through Falmouth 
Village. The mains were just about large enough to care for 
the takers normally fed by them, and to force the East Fal- 
mouth water through resulted in large friction loss. After 
the 12” line through Good Will Park was lined and opened up, 
there was such a great improvement in capacity that condi- 
tions were reversed, and there was difficulty in supplying the 
western area because the newly-lined pipe offered a freer 
path than the old 12” down Palmer Avenue and to Woods 
Hole and Falmouth. Then it became necessary to gate off at 
Teaticket and run Waquoit to supply the eastern section in- 
dependently. Our future program includes lining the remain- 
ing 12” force main to Quissett, which should better balance 
the system. 


Water Treatment 

Quality of water has been maintained at a high level. 
Lime treatment, as well as very small quantities of chlorine 
and ammonia are added. The lime had been effective in pre- 
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venting the iron rust caused by the tuberculation of the iron 
pipe. Although it does not do this completely, we have found 
from long experience that if the lime is omitted the rusty 
water complaints largely increase. We are frequently asked 
what amount of lime is added. The present rate is about one 
part to 100,000. In a gallon of water there is not as much as 
physicians frequently prescribed as a baby’s dose for stomach 
acidity. 


The chlorine is a safeguard against possible bacterial 
pollution, and the ammonia acting with this tends to prolong 
the activity of the chlorine, which otherwise would possibly 
combine with vegetable substances in the water before it had 
gone very far from the source. 


Dead ends give the most annoyance and sometimes re- 
sulted in slight tastes and odors. A circulation by looping or 
by small bleeders usually overcomes this difficulty. 


We continue to have frequent analyses of the water, both 
by the State Department of Health and our consulting chem- 
ists. Tests are made for odor, taste and chemical constitu- 
ents. These serve as a guide in determining when remedial 
measures should be taken. 


Water takers are quite sensitive to any change in the 
character of the water, and it is sometimes found that one 
person detects odors and tastes in his house, while neighbors 
find the water entirely satisfactory. 


Major Construction 

Realizing that it was impossible to obtain local labor, it. 
was decided to prepare specifications and advertise for bids. 
Detailed specifications and plans were prepared by our en- 
gineer and bids were opened April 6 for laying about 15,100 
feet of 8” pipe including 10,000 feet on Menauhant Road from 
State Highway to the shore, 2,700 feet on the State Road 
connecting the end of the existing 8” at the Antlers with 
the end of 8” pipe at Seapit, which involved crossing the 
Childs River and 2,400 feet from Elm Road along Surf Drive 
to Oyster Pond Road. 
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After the bids were carefully analyzed and investigation 
made as to the bidders, it was voted in the best interests of 
the Town and the Department to award the contract to E. F. 
Hughes Company of Boston who had previously done very 
satisfactory work for us and on the U. S. Engineer installa- 
tion at Waquoit, including driven wells and mains connecting 
them. 


There was some delay in starting work on account of 
pipe not arriving. We did have several hundred feet of 8” 
pipe previously purchased for the Oyster Pond Loop and suffi- 
cient 6” to replace a worn-out 2” line on the Trotting Park 
Road. After using what 8” was on hand, and while waiting 
for the remainder, it was decided to engage the Hughes Com- 
pany to lay this latter line. 


Deliveries of iron pipe for the main job were very erratic 
—a, fairly good-sized consignment would arrive and then a 
long interval elapse. During this time, when a large shipment 
was scheduled it was seized by the Government for use in 
Europe. 


Menauhant Extension 

However, starting May 9 we completed the main line to 
Menauhant on July 9 and made it available to all residents on 
Central Avenue on July 17, the first house having been sup- 
plied on June 1. 


Several takers enroute were connected as we proceeded 
with the work. 


No funds having been appropriated for laterals east and 
west of Central Avenue, the residents organized a committee 
and contracted with Hughes to put these in. The layout was 
planned by us and close supervision given during construc- 
tion so that when taken over by the Town we would be sure 
that it conformed to our standards. 


In addition to supplying the domestic and lawn sprink- 
ling needs of the Menauhant Colony, hydrant service is pro- 
vided so that every house is within 500 feet of a hydrant, thus 
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entitling the property owners to a preferred insurance rate. 
This should save them a considerable sum annually. It was 
observed that prompt advantage was taken of this and sev- 
eral owners who do not take Town water have availed them- 
selves of the insurance reduction. 


The main line was put in within the Town’s appropria- 
tion of $25,000. The cost of the laterals was nearly $12,000, 
but, as previously noted, the owners financed this, due to the 
Town’s refusal to increase the amount as we requested in the 
Annual Meeting. 


We have made connections to 44 houses so far. This has 
required a very large amount of work by our own force, which 
was no larger than in 1944. According to practice, labor costs 
on new services are absorbed by the Department. Materials 
are paid for by the taker. The cost of these, however, has to 
come out of our own appropriations, as the money received 
goes to the Town Treasurer and is not available until appro- 
priated the following year. 


A small amount of work remains to be done, such as set- 
ting two hydrants and making a few service connections. 
There was laid by us 10,116 feet of 8” cement-lined Cast Iron 


Pipe with necessary stop gates, and one hydrant. At about. 


every 700 feet along Central Avenue branches were left for 
future hydrant connections. 


When the proposed work was started Government pri- 
orities were required in order to obtain materials. These were 
obtained for cast iron pipe and fittings, but not for steel 
needed for the Waquoit Standpipe. This tank, as well as the 
new pipe lines from the Antlers to the Well field and to Sea- 
pit, are an important part of the system and are needed in 
order to care for the increased demands at Menauhant. We 
did succeed in laying pipe as far as the station before the 
Menauhant demand amounted to very much. This enabled 
us to get the benefit of the Well field station for this pur- 
pose. 
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Seapit Loop 

The line to Seapit over Childs River was delayed due to 
lack of pipe, but was finally completed in September. Orig- 
inally planned to go under Childs River, it was found that 
a suitable duct had been left in the bridge at this point. Per- 
mission was obtained from the State Highway Department 
to remove and replace the sidewalk. The main was laid in 
the space under the sidewalk, and covered with 6 inches of 
ground cork and pitch for insulation. This furnished a most 
‘satisfactory arrangement, as any leak can be quickly detected 
and repaired by removal of a slab of concrete provided for 
the purpose. There is a length of 33 feet of pipe on the bridge 
compared with some 300 feet which would have had to be laid 
under water if the river had been crossed in the open. 

We now have a 6” line about a mile long and an 8” line 
feeding the Waquoit section, thus making possible consider- 
ably larger fire flows for that section. 


Oyster Pond Loop 

The Oyster Fond Loop, consisting of about 42 mile of 8” 
pipe, connecting the dead-end near the Moors railroad cross- 
ing with an existing 8” line on the Oyster Pond Road, had 
been planned since 1941 when the pipe was bought. War 
conditions prevented our completing this. The principal 
benefit derived from this is to get rid of the dead-end at the 
Moors which had always been a source of complaint by the 
takers there. The Moors line had been lined with cement in 
1938, thus eliminating rusty water complaints, but substitut- 
ing complaints of hard and “cementy” water. 

We had been obliged to waste considerable water at the 
dead-end to overcome this trouble. Since it has been looped 
in we have had no complaints of the quality of the water. 
Analyses show the average hardness has dropped from 27 to 
16, which is a quite low figure and in line with the general 

: average throughout the Town. 

This loop was in the nature of a replacement of a pie 
privately-owned line, supplying 2 takers on Surf Drive, some 
2000 feet from the Moors. It had broken several times and 
was a source of frequent trouble. 
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The path of our new loop is down Elm Road to Surf 
Drive and thence westerly across the railroad track and the 
Oyster Pond outlet. Surf Drive having been badly damaged 
in the 1944 hurricane, contracts were let early in 1945 for re- 
pairs. Realizing that serious objection would be offered to 
tearing up the new road for laying water mains, we felt that 
this line was so urgent that it should be put in at once. Work 
was started as soon as the Menauhant line was finished, and 
completed just in time to not hold up the road repairs. In 
the narrow strip between the Oyster Pond Road and west of 
the railroad crossing the pipe had to be located within the 
area of the new road, as this was the only “dry land” avail- 
able. As it was, the bottom of the trench was under water 
most of the way and much pumping had to be done. 


I all the work of pipe laying the contractor used a 
diesel-driven trench digger of the type known as a “Back- 
Hee”. This enabled him to perform the work much faster and 
more economically than if done with hand labor. Due to a 
scarcity of labor we would not have been able to complete the 
work in time for use last summer. 


Falmouth Heights-Maravista 

From Falmouth Heights to Maravista there were former- 
ly two 8” lines, one on each side of the road. The shoreward 
line was destroyed to a great extent by the hurricane. The 
shore has been so eroded between the former Wellsmere 
property and the Heights that it was not considered feasible 
to attempt replacement of this line. A large quantity of old 
seawall and heavy boulders had fallen on it so that we de- 
cided to discontinue it. The two ends were blanked off and 
eventually they will be connected over into the remaining 8” 
line on the land side.

In all we have expended or contracted for improvements 
and additions approximately $105,000. The Town appropri- 
ated $25,000 for the Menauhant Extension. The balance has 
come from Water Revenue. 


Great Pond Bridge 

Repairs to the Great Pond Bridge pipe line, which was 
destroyed in the 1944 hurricane, were made by using built- 
up steel girders 30 feet long resting on top of the pile caps of 
the bridge. These had been extended at our request when 
the new bridge was built, for the purpose of supporting a pipe 
line. 240 feet of 8” mechanical joint pipe were laid by our 
staff, assisted by a gasoline crane and other hired equipment. 
This line is to be insulated with ground cork mixed with 
pitch when opportunity offers. While waiting for this con- 
struction we laid a temporary two-inch line over the bridge 
in March of this year. This line supplied the whole Acapesket 
colony during the summer season. 
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Pipe Lining % 

As previously mentioned, the Tate Pipe Lining Company 
completed the cement lining of the ten-inch line between the 
West Falmouth Standpipe and the Pumping Station, starting 
in this year at Sacconnessett Hills where they left off in 
December of 1944. During this time the supply for West and 
North Falmouth was furnished by the Town of Bourne, as we 
have only one line feeding that area. 


The Tate Company also lined the 12-inch force main 
from the Pumping Station to Teaticket. It was hoped to have 
this completed before the summer demand, but due to bad 
weather and shortage of help the work was not completed 
until July 23. 


During the time this work was being done we operated 
our auxiliary pumping station at Waquoit to provide satis- 
factory service to East Falmouth and Waquoit. 


The 8-inch line between the Waquoit Station and the 
Ovington property, which we purchased from the U. S. Gov- 
ernment, has also been lined with cement. We now have a 
completely lined 8-inch main from the Antlers Inn to Seapit. 


Organization 

At the Annual Town Meeting in February three Commis- 
Ssioners were elected: James E. Lowey, who had finished out 
the unexpired term of Eugene E. C. Swift, was chosen for the 
three-year term. Joseph R. Hall was elected for the two- 
year term, and Ormond C. Ellery for the one-year term. The 
Board was reorganized with James E. Lowey as Chairman 
and Ormond C. Ellery as Secretary. 


The operating staff continued essentially the same as 
previcusly, George A. Griffin continuing as Superintendent 
in charge of office and outside work. 


Waquoeit Standpipe 
Shortly before the war ended we obtained a priority to 
erect a steel standpipe. With the assistance of Metcalf and 
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Eddy, Consulting Engineers, specifications were drawn and 
bids invited. It was finally decided to erect a 250,000-gallon, 
elevated tank in the vicinity of the Well-field. The contract 
was let to the Chicago Bridge and Iron Company for an all- 
welded, elevated steel tank, 140 feet high, with a spread of 
about 65 feet at the base of the towers. This will be some- 
what heavier than standard tanks so as to provide additional 
protection against corrosion inside due to the character of 
the water. 


It is expected that the tank will be in operation for the 
summer season of this year. We have an available site on 
Town land, but a preferable site some five feet higher has 
_ been offered on Jand near the Antlers Inn. If satisfactory ar- 
rangements can be made, and the Town so votes, this site 
can be acquired for a relatively low cost. It has a further 
advantage of being located close to two water mains. 


Financial 

The total revenue from all sources was $76,466.96 for the 
year. This is about $1,800 less than for 1944, even with a 
large number of new services and a dry season which called 
for an unusual amount of water for sprinkling. The falling- 
off is partly due to decreased Government activities at Woods 
Hole, and partly due to a large number of people who have 
taken advantage of the ten per cent discount for prompt 
payment of water bills. Our water surplus to the end of the 
year was $8,731.61 as compared with $29,648.28 at the begin- 
ning. This is, of course, due to our large construction pro- 
gram, increased operating costs, and commitments for work 
yet to be done. There will be approximately $18,000 available 
for new work this year, this being made up of the surplus and 
an estimated $9,000 of income less operating expenses for 1946. 
Of this amount we require $8,000 for additional pipe lining 
and $1,000 for the Waquoit Station improvements. We re- 
duced our overdue accounts by having a collector make per- 
sonal calls.. This was found much more effective than plac- 
ing liens on the property. 
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Labor costs were somewhat larger than in 1944 because 
of higher wages and on account of the Trotting Park Road 
extensions, which were done by an outside contractor. The 
cost of pipe and fittings was considerably larger than previ- 
ously because it was necessary to replace a war-depleted 
stock, and to supply materials for a large number of new 
services. Materials were scarce and it was sometimes neces- 
sary to get them wherever possible. There was an increase of 
several hundred dollars due to higher prices for coal, and an 
additional cost of approximately $500 for pumping at the 
Waquoit Station. 


Long Pond Water Shed 

A very large number of trees were blown down in the 
1944 hurricane. We have tried to have these cleared, but so 
far have not been able to do so. 


Pumping Stations 

The grand total of water pumped in 1945 was 335,445,700 
gallons. The greater part of this, or 328,143,000 gallons was 
pumped at our main station. 3,942,700 was pumped at our 
Waquoit Station and 3,360,000 by the Town of Bourne. This is 
an increase over the year 1944 and is accounted for by the 
very cold weather early in the year when it was necessary to 
run a large amount to prevent freezing, and by the dry sum- 
mer season. We were somewhat handicapped in our pump- 
ing by not being able to get an additional engineer so that 
the pumps could be run at night as in past summers. By do- 
ing this we can fill the standpipe at night and during the 
daytime pump enough to combine with some water drawn 
from the standpipe to meet the needs of the Town. The aux- 
iliary gas engine pump had to be run several times this year 
to increase the flow. Night pumping would have made this 
unnecessary. 


The Waquoit Station was operated by our own men and 
occasional additional help. It is electrically operated and 
for several days we ran it without attendance. On one occa- 
sion the current went off suddenly, leaving the East Falmouth 
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section without water, so it was decided not to attempt this 
in the future. Two or three nights during the lining of the 
Good Will Park line and in the dry spell we were obliged to 
run all night. There was a total of 3,942,700 gallons pumped 
in 38 days. The station has proven its value many times over 
as auxiliary to our main pumping equipment. 


Program and Recommendations 


The principal new work proposed for 1946 is the erection 
of the Waquoit Standpipe and its connections to the mains. 
We expect to do additional pipe lining from Palmer Avenue 
to the Pumping Station, including the various special fittings 
located there, and, if possible, making a start on the 12-inch 
line from the Pumping Station toward Quissett Standpipe. 
Two or three 4-inch lines, such as Glenwood Place, are in bad 
shape. These have been in service for about 47 years and are 
badly filled up. 


A small project consisting of 700 feet of 2-inch pipe will 
be laid on the Brick Kiln Road from the Sandwich Road 
westerly to replace a worn-out small pipe. 


There are many proposed water extensions in the War- 
rant for the February Town Meeting in 1946, but if voted, the 
cost will have to be provided in general from other sources 
than water revenue, because of the small amount available. 
Most of these extensions are worthy, and if they are voted by 
the Town, every effort will be made to carry them out. As in 
the past, we have recommended that any considerable exten- 
sion to the system should be carefully considered with respect 
to its return on the investment and its effect on the system 
as a whole.

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REPORT OF CHIEF ENGINEER 


January 12, 1946. 
To the Board of Water Commissioners: 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report for the year 1945. 

An increase in the amount of water pumped during the 
year will be noted. 

The cement lining of the main to the West Falmouth 
Standpipe, and out through the park to Teaticket has been 
a great help at the station by lowering our head pressure, and 
enabling us to run faster through the day and evening. By 
running the Waquoit Station days when the draft was heavi- 
est we were able to shut down nights with the exception of 
the nights when the golf links watered, when the Waquoit 
Station was kept on. 

Long Pond is about 1544 inches higher than at this time 
last year. 


Engine Room 

The Worthington Pump has been in operation every day 
the past year, with only minor repairs being necessary. 

An average of 333 gallons of water per pound of coal has 
been obtained for the year. ; 

Some repairs to the condensing equipment of this unit are 
planned for this year. 

The Sterling gas engines were run considerably through 
the summer months to help out the main pump. 

The exhaust lines of these engines may have to be re- 
placed before another summer. 

New water recording instruments for Woods Hole and 
Quissett Standpipes are being installed at this time. 
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Boiler Room 
The boilers and their appliances are in good condition. 
The blowoff valves on both boilers have been renewed, 
also the blowoff pipe on No. 2 boiler. 


Living Room 
The papering of three rooms and painting the floors, are 
all that was necessary to this part of the plant. Following 
are the records of water pumped in 1945.

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Report of Claims and Suits 


January 18, 1946.

Dear Sirs: 


Herewith is submitted report of the claims and suits dis- 
posed of by the Law Department during the year 1945 and of 
the claims and suits still pending. 


The nine petitions which have been referred to in my re- 
port for the year 1944 as then pending in the Appellate Tax 
Board against the Board of Assessors of Falmouth have, all 
been fully heard and decided. In each instance views were 
taken by the member of the Appellate Tax Board who heard 
these cases. On September 5 and September 6 six of these 
cases were heard before the Appellate Tax Board at Boston 
and on September 24, 25 and 26 the remaining three cases 
were heard in the First District Court Room at Falmouth. 
All of the cases tried were instances in which owners or 
Executors or Trustees of deceased owners of summer proper- 
ties sought to have the assessed valuations substantially re- 
duced. In accordance with the usual trend of their decisions, 
the Appellate Tax Board granted reductions of valuations in 
all instances although in some instances these reductions 
were of trivial amounts.

(1) Willard E. Swift vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth 
(Appellate Tax Board No. X-53860) 


The property involved is on Main Street, West Falmouth. 
It is the well known residence with West Falmouth pink 
granite stone work and adjoins the Friends Church on the 
North. In 1943 it had been assessed for $24,100. In 1944 the 
Assessors had reduced the assessment to $18,100. 


The decision of the Appellate Tax Board rendered on Nov. 
13, 1945 reduced the assessed valuation of this property for 
the year 1943 from $24,100. to $18,000. 


(2) Willard E. Swift vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth 
(Appellate Tax Board No. X-58519) 
The decision of the Appellate Tax Board reduced the 1944 
assessed valuation of $18,100 to $18,000. 


(3) Sarah J. Swift Estate (Willard E. Swift et al, 
Trustees) vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth. 
(Appellate Tax Board No. X-53861.) 


This is the other well known property on Main Street, 
West Falmouth, with West Falmouth pink granite stone work. 
In 1943 this property had been assessed for $19,600. In 1944 
the Assessors had reduced this assessment to $14,600. 


The decision of the Appellate Tax Board in this case re- 
duced the assessed valuation for the year 1943 from $19,600. 
to $14,000. 


(4) Sarah J. Swift Estate (Willard E. Swift et al, 
Trustees) vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth. 
(Appellate Tax Board No. X-58518) 


On the same date the decision of the Appellate Tax Board 
reduced the 1944 valuation of $14,600. to $14,000. 


This Sarah J. Swift property had been sold together with 
the furniture and furnishings in 1944 for $11,500. It is to be 
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noted that the Appellate Tax Board did not accept that sale 
price as the fair cash value but determined it to be $14,000. 
This $14,000. does not include the furniture and furnishings. 


(5) Isabel H. K. Marckwald Estate vs. Board of Assessors 
of Falmouth (Appellate Tax Board No. X-58515) 


This property is on the Easterly side of Quissett Avenue. 
Because of the owner’s death it has been used very little and 
has not been kept up as formerly. 


The decision of the Appellate Tax Board reduced the 
assessed valuation for the year 1944 of $17,400. to $14,000. 


(6) Arthur C. Hoyt vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth 
(Appellate Tax Board No. X-58516) 


This was the former Elms property at Menauhant and 
generally considered the best or almost the best property 
there. Following the death of Mrs. Elms the property was not 
used by the family. The present owner acquired it in 1944 
from the Estate at the bargain price of $9000. and contended 
in this case that it should have been assessed at $9000. in 
1944. 


The decision of the Appellate Tax Board was that the 
1944 assessed valuation of $22,050 should be reduced to $14,000. 
Again in this case the Appellate Tax Board did not adopt the 
sale price as setting the fair cash value of the property in- 
volved. 


(7) Robert Chambers et al vs. Board of Assessors of 
Falmouth (Appellate Tax Board No. X-58514) 


This is the rather extensive estate on the Northerly side 
of the Main Road in Woods Hole and overlooking Little Har- 
bor. It formerly was and is still known as the Joseph S. Fay 
Estate. It had been on the market for sale by the heirs for a 
number of years and finally in 1944 was sold with contents 
for the price of $15,000. 
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The present owners claimed that the assessed value 
should be reduced to less than $15,000. as that price included 
the contents. The Board of Assessors had assessed this prop- 
erty in 1944 at $26,000. The decision of the Board was that 
the fair cash value in 1944 was $16,000. and that the assessed 
valuation should be reduced to that figure. 


(8) Warbasse Association, Inc. vs. Board of Assessors 
of Falmouth (Appellate Tax Board No. X-58517) 


The property involved is the substantial estate at the end 
of Penzance Point, Woods Hole. In former years this entire 
property had been assessed as high as $140,000. which later 
the Assessors reduced to $120,000. and then to $100,000. by way 
of settlement of previous appeals before the Appellate Tax 
Board. In a recent decision rendered after an appeal had’ been 
fully heard it was decided that the fair cash value of this 
property for 1943 was $60,000. 


In 1944 the assessed valuation for 1944 was left at that 
figure of $60,000. although late in. the year 1943 there had 
been two sales out of this property, namely, a parcel of about 
2 acres to Dr. Eugene DuBois for $9000. and a parcel of about 
% acre to Norris W. Rakestraw for $2500. The decision of the 
Appellate Tax Board was that the 1944 fair cash value was 
$48,500. This in effect was no reduction from their previous 
valuation of $60,000. as the Board merely deducted the total 
amount of $11,500. for the sales out of this property late in 
1943. 


In this trial of this petition there was admitted in evi- 
dence an attested copy of the 1944 excise tax return of War- 
basse Association, Inc. showing that in April 1944 in this re- 
turn the Warbasse Association, Inc. had placed the valua- 
tion of this property at $104,000. It is impossible to figure out 
how a corporation may in the same year'declare the valua- 
tion of its property at $104,000. for its excise tax return and 
before the Appellate Tax Board claim and be permitted to 
prevail on its claim that for town taxation purposes its fair 

‘cash value is only $48,500. 
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In this same case there was presented and argued a 
Motion on behalf of Warbasse Association, Inc. that the Town 
be assessed costs in the sum of $350. for their expert and $250. 
for their counsel. The Appellate Tax Board denied this 
Motion without comment. 


(9) George F. Jewett vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth. 
(Appellate Tax Board No. X-58178) 


The property involved is the summer estate on Penzance, 
the second inside the gate, and extending from Buzzards Bay 
to Woods Hole Great Harbor. Like many of the other ap- 
peals this is a case where the former owner had died and his 
successor sought a lower assessment than $43,150. ayaa had 
formerly been uncontested. 


In this case there was evidence of an actual transfer by 
the Jewett Estate to George F. Jewett at the figure of $41,150. 
This sale figure was not adopted by the Appellate Tax Board 
as the fair cash value. There was evidence that it was in the 
nature of a “wash” sale because of Inventory figures. By 
their decision rendered Nov. 13, 1945 the Appellate Tax Board 
reduced the assessed valuation of $43,150. to $32,000. 


(10) Walter C. Janney vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth 
(Appellate Tax Board No. 21193) 


(11) Provident Trust Co. et al, Executors, vs. Board of ; 
Assessor of Falmouth (Appellate Tax Board 
No. 22139) 


The petitioners sought to reduce the assessed valuation 
of their extensive summer property and estate at Gansett 
Point, Woods Hole, for the years 1943 and 1944. As the result 
of a view of the property by the attorneys and expert for the 
petitioner and the Board of Assessors and their expert and 
attorney followed by a conference a satisfactory adjustment 
of these two cases was made. 
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(12) Susan E. Garfield vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth 
(Appellate Tax Board No. 22141) 

The petitioner, the owner of an-excellent summer estate 
on Nobska Road, Woods Hole, had claimed that the 1944 
assessment was excessive. A view was taken by a member of 
the Appellate Tax Board while at Falmouth on other cases. 
The petitioner’s representatives later stated it was not de- 
sired to have a controversy with the Town and withdrew this 
Appeal. 


B. PENDING CASES:— 
(1) Anthony T. Garner vs. County of Barnstable 
(Barnstable Superior Court No. 3951) 
This is a petition for land damages alleged to have been 
caused by the widening of Sandwich Road a considerable time 
ago. This case is still on the trial list. 


CONCLUSION.— 

As of December 31, 1945 there were no cases pending 
against the Town of Falmouth. There was, however, one case, 
namely, that of Garner vs. County of Barnstable which the 
Town is obliged to defend and to pay the damages when and 
if they are assessed. 

With regard to the Appellate Tax Board cases, it would 
seem that the time has come when the change in real estate 
valuations would tend to discourage the owners of these sum- 
mer estates from filing appeals from their assessed valua- 
tions. Already it has been noticed that in some instances 
sales have been made substantially higher than the assessed 
valuations. In any event it appears advisable to contest 
those cases where they are asking substantial reductions and 
to make adjustments of those cases where the reductions 
claimed are moderate.

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Report of West Falmouth Library 


The year just past has been a prosperous one for this 
library—more money available for books, hence more books, 
and a larger circulation of them. One hundred and sixty 
books were added to the shelves, forty of them being juven- 
iles. Those purchased were one hundred and twenty-four 
volumes, at a cost of $182.00. Thirty-six were donated by 
friends of the library, especially by summer readers. Included 
in the purchases are a set of seven volumes, entitled “Lands 
and Peoples”, profusely illustrated. 


Our circulation was the largest ever recorded here—4124 
volumes. July 17th and 31st each had an output of 156 vol- 
umes, and several other days registered nearly as high. The 
pupils and counsellors of the Sprenger Piano Camp near by 
increased our circulation considerably. Sixty-two cards were 
issued to new borrowers; a number of them being the family 
type, representing several readers. 


A few books were borrowed from the Division of Public 
Libraries in Boston, and from the Falmouth Library for our 
readers’ convenience. 


Several cartons of excellent books have been collected 
and sent to the Victory Book Committee of Boston for the 
libraries on service ships, and the end is not yet. 


A Red Cross class in Home Nursing met in the auditor- 
ium during April and May, and the two rooms have been used 
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by other groups from time to time for meetings of a com- 
munity nature mostly, their facilities were greatly enjoyed. 


With sincere appreciation of the cooperation of the Pres- 
ident and the Directors of the Library Association in its work, 
I submit this annual report.

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Report of the Planning Board 


January 24, 1946. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: 


With the conclusion of the war and the reconstruction 
period it is apparent that the Town will be faced with many 
new problems which will require thoughtful consideration 
having in mind the future welfare of the Town. 


Increased traffic congestion in various parts of the Town 
is a problem that should be studied with much care and ex- 
pert advice sought in connection therewith if necessary. 


At the present time the Planning Board feels that the 
Town should be considering the problem of traffic on East 
Main Street which at times presents a congested and danger- 
ous condition, and with the increase of business along this 
street the Planning Board is of the opinion that looking to 
the future improvement of this condition, a proper step at 
the present time would be to extend the existing Building 
Line from Gifford Street to the Falmouth Heights corner. 


Another problem of equal if not more pressing import- 
ance is the traffic condition existing in the business section 
of Woods Hole. The movement of traffic and parking in this 
section for the past several years has been a serious problem 
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and with the probable increased traffic incidental to the pro- 
posed ferry to Woods Hole and the growth and development 
of the scientific institutions it is the opinion of the Planning 
Board that this situation should have immediate considera- 
tion and an expert study of the same made. 


As business again starts to expand, various changes in 
the zoning map are being and will be requested and the Plan- 
ning Board would again call attention to the value to the 
Town of the Zoning By-law and urge upon the voters the 
necessity of considering all applications for changes purely 
upon their merits and with a view to the Town’s future de- 
velopment.

Planning Board 
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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth 


The following have been adopted as standing votes of the 
Town of Falmouth. 


ARTICLE I. Town Meetings. 


Section 1. Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented 
to the moderator in writing. 


Section 2. No vote involving the expenditure of any sum 
of money shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at which 
it is passed, unless public notice of the intention to move such 
reconsideration be given within thirty minutes of the passage 
of such vote. The town clerk shall note in writing the pas- 
sage of such vote and also the time when the notice of re- 
consideration is given. 


ARTICLE II. Annual Town Report 
Section 1. The annual town report shall contain: 


(a) The reports of all town boards, officers and commit- 
tees having the control or expenditure of the town’s money, 
including a list of all indebtedness against their departments, 
which does not appear in their financial statement. 


(bo) A report of all town meetings held during the year, 
including the articles of the warrant and the action of the 
meeting thereon. 


(c) Reports or abstracts of reports, of all special com- 
mittees made at any meetings held during the year, together 
with any action taken at said meetings, including committee 
appointments and resolutions passed. 
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(da) All by-laws, rules, regulations and standing votes in 
force covering town meetings or relating to the town busi- 
ness. 


ARTICLE III. Selectmen. 


Section 1. The selectmen shall have a general oversight 
of all town affairs, whether conducted by special boards or 
not; and have the right to make any suggestions for the bet- 
ter conduct of the department, board or committee, and if 
such recommendations are not heeded, they shall make a re- 
cord of the same in the annual town report, that the town 
may take such action as seems best. 


Section 2. The Selectmen shall appoint suitable persons 
to the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, fire 
wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field drivers. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except 
water commissioners, all coal. The various boards and com- 
mittees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if re- 
quired by the selectmen) send in writing to the board of 
selectmen the estimated amount of coal required for the use 
of their respective departments or committees for one year. 
The selectmen shall, prior to the 15th of July in each year, 
advertise for bids to furnish the required amount of coal, and 
shall award the contracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The 
contractor for coal shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory 
to the selectmen (said bonds to be not less than one quarter 
of the total contract) for the faithful performance of his con- 
tract. 


Section 4. The selectmen shall include in their annual 
report to the town: 


(a) A general statement of the town’s affairs during the 
past year and recommendations of the selectmen for future 
requirements. 
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(b) A report of all claims which are outstanding and all 
suits to which the town is a party, together with a full ex- 
planation of the circumstances and the standing of each case 
at the time of the report. 


(c) A report of all streets laid out or constructed during 
the year, the length and width, cost of construction and 
amount of land damages in each instance. 


(d) A list of betterments assessed during the year. 


ARTICLE IV. Water Commissioners 


Section 1. The water commissioners are authorized 
and directed to make minor extensions of water mains when, 
in their judgment, such action would be for the interest of 
the town, the cost of such extensions to be paid from the 
funds in their hands, provided that not more than four thous- 
and dollars ($4,000) be expended on such extension in any one 
year. 


ARTICLE V. Highway Surveyor. 


Section 1. The highway surveyor shall have authority to 
award contracts for building new roads. 


ARTICLE VI. Transportation. 


Section 1. No elected officer of the town of Falmouth 
shall receive any compensation for transportation within the 
limits of the town. 


Section 2. When any officer or member of any board, paid 
or unpaid, is called upon to go to any point outside the town 
of Falmouth on official business connected with the duties of 
his office, he shall be entitled to receive pay on the following 
basis: If he travels by rail or by water, he shall be allowed the 
amount of his fare; if he travels by motor vehicle, he shall be 
allowed at the rate of five (5) cents per mile of travel. 
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Section 3. Where it is necessary to transport by automo- 
bile or truck any laborers employed by any department of 
the Town, (a) the expense incurred shall be charged in as 
“transportation of labor”; (b) all charges for transportation 
of labor shall be made on the basis of so much per hour or 
per day for the actual time consumed by the conveyance in 
transporting the labor; (c) all expenses for transportation of 
labor shall be charged against the appropriation for that par- 
ticular work on which the transported laborers are employed. 


Section 4. Any automobile or truck employed by the town 
and carrying one or more laborers whose work is connected 
directly with the operation of the truck, or any apparatus or 
materials carried by the truck, shall be charged under ‘“‘truck- 
ing” at so much per hour or day, and shall not be entitled to 
any additional charges for transportation of labor. 


ARTICLE VII. General 


Section 1. At any town meeting when special com- 
mittees are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed nam- 
ing the compensation of the committee and also a sum of 
money for expenses of such committee, otherwise the select- 
men shall not draw orders on the treasurer for either services 
or expenses. 


Section 2. All departments are authorized and empow- 
ered to consult counsel at any time in connection with their 
duties. 


Section 3. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of 
the tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on 
orders countersigned by at least two of the selectmen. 


Section 4. Any persons indebted to the town for poll 
taxes or otherwise shall have such debt deducted before pay- 
ment by the treasurer from any sum due him from the town 
for work on roads or for any other service performed. 
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Section 5. On all town work, for the performance of 
which competitive bids are received, the award of the con- 
tract shall be to the lowest responsible bidder; preference 
- always going to citizens, when other conditions of the situ- 
ation are equal. 


Section 6. All bids for advertised contracts of the town 
shall be returnable at the selectmen’s office at a given time 
and shall be publicly opened and read by one of the select- 
men at that time. 
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By-Laws of the Town of Falmouth 


The following constitute the by-laws of the Town of Fal- 
mouth, duly approved, (except the Zoning By-Law which is 
printed in a separate booklet.) 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Section 1. There shall be a finance committee, consisting 
of fifteen voters of the town, of whom five shall be elected for 
the term of one year, five for the term of two years, and five 
for the term of three years, and thereafter five be elected an- 
nually. They shall serve without compensation. The moder- 
ator shall at each meeting appoint a committee of three to 
retire and nominate the requisite number of voters, who shall 
if elected by the meeting, become members of the finance 
committee. 


Sect. 2. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said com- 
mitee may consider such questions with reference to the 
conduct of the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and 
may consult with any and all officers, boards, and committees 
of the town with reference to matters under their supervi- 
sion; they shall consider the various articles in the warrant 
for any annual or special meeting, called during their tenure 
of office, and shall make a report of their doings and recom- 
mendations to the town.

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Sect. 3. The finance committee may hold hearings if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money 
unless authorized by vote of the town. 


Sect. 4. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the 
town. 


(Originally approved by the Attorney General, April 8, 
1911.) (Approved as amended by the Attorney General, March 
10, 1916). Revised in 1922. 


TRAFFIC BY-LAWS. 


Sect. 2. No persons having charge of a vehicle in a pub- 
lic street shall refuse or neglect to stop the same or place the 
same as directed by a police officer, special officer, or traffic 
officer. 


Sect. 3. That for the violation of the foregoing regulations 
there shall be a fine not exceeding $20.00 for each offense. 


(Approved by the Attorney General April 9, 1925). 


Sect. 4. No vehicle shall stop or stand within the inter- 
section of any street, nor within ten feet of a corner or post 
hydrant or within twenty feet of the entrance of any fire 
station. 


Sec. 5. Upon approach of fire apparatus, the driver of a 
vehicle of any description shall immediately drive his vehicle 
as far as possible to his right hand side of the street and keep 
said vehicle stationary until such apparatus shall have passed 
a distance of three hundred feet beyond. 


Sect. 6. No vehicle shall approach closer than three hun- 
dred feet of a piece of fire apparatus if traveling in the same 
direction.

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Sect. 7. No driver of any vehicle shall park, drive or leave 
a vehicle unattended within three hundred feet of a fire; or 
fire lines, if established by the fire or police departments. 


Sect. 8. In case of fire, the fire department, their officers 
and members with their machines and equipment shall have 
the right of way in all public streets and ways of the town as 
against all other persons, and no person shall hinder or ob- 
struct them in free passage therein, nor drive over any hose 
lines belonging to the department with any vehicle of any de- 
scription, or remove, injure or in any manner disturb the 
members thereof, their machines, hose or equipment when 
stationed or laid at a fire, except under the sole direction of 
the officer in command of the Fire Department. 


Sect. 9. Any persons violating any of the provisions of 
these by-laws or regulations shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than twenty dollars. 


Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the Chief of Police to be 
present at all fires, or in his absence some officer or officers 
of the Police Department, for such duty to enforce the above 
regulations. 


(Approved by the Attorney General Sept. 17, 1928). 


PLANNING BOARD BY-LAWS AND REGULATIONS 


Sect. 1. A board of twelve members is hereby created and 
established to be known as the Planning Board. Four members 
of the board shall be elected at the annual town meeting in 
each year to serve for the term of three years. 


Sect. 2. Vacancies occurring in the board shall be filled 
until the next annual meeting by appointment by the board of 
selectmen, and at the annual meeting the vacancy shall be 
filled by election for the unexpired term. 
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Sect. 3. The duties of such board shall be such as are 
stated in Chapter forty-one, Sections seventy to seventy-two, 
of the General Laws of the Commonwealth, and further to 
consider and advise upon municipal improvements either at 
the request of other officials of the town or upon its own ini- 
tiative. The board shall meet at regular intervals. It may 
also hold public meetings. It shall at all times have access 
to all public documents or information in the possession of 
any town official or department. It shall examine the plans 
for the exterior of any public building, monument or similar 
feature, and for the development and treatment of the 
grounds about the same before the adoption thereof, and may 
make such recommendations thereon as it may deem need- 
ful. It may make investigations and studies relative to new 
street and park developments. It may provide for public lec- 
tures and other educational work in connection with its re- 
commendations. Said board may incur expenses necessary to 
the carrying on of its work within the amount of its annual 
appropriations. 


Sect 4. All plans for laying out, extending, discontinu- 
ing or changing the limits of any street, public park or square, 
and every purchase of land for the site of any public building, 
and all plans for the location, erection or alteration of public 
buildings, shall be submitted to said board for its opinion at 
least two weeks in advance of action by the board of select- 
men. 


Sect. 5. Such boards shall make a report to the town an- 
nually, giving information regarding the conditions of the 
town and any plans or proposals for the development of the 
town and estimates of the cost thereof. Such report shall be 
sent to the selectmen not later than such time in January in 
each year as selectmen may prescribe or as may be prescribed 
by law in force relative to reports, and a copy thereof shall be 
filed with the Massachusetts department of public welfare. 

(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 
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- BY-LAW AS TO GUARANTEE OF WATER MAIN 
EXTENSIONS 


All future extensions of the water mains, except such as 
in the opinion of the Water Commissioners are necessary to 
improve the system shall be under a guarantee of not less 
than nine percent annual income unless the town shall decide 
otherwise by a two-thirds vote at an annual meeting. 


(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 
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FIRE PREVENTION BY-LAWS IN BUILDINGS 


Section 1. Chimneys. 


Par. 1. All chimneys hereafter built in any building, used 
for habitation, business, or for public assembly, shall be built 
of brick or other incombustible material, constructed from the 
ground up and not supported or hung in any way by wood or 
other combustible material. 


Par. 2. All chimney shall have a terra-cotta flue lining, 
unless the chimney walls are 8 inches or more in thickness 
and shall be carried up to at least 1 ft. above the highest point 
of the roof. 


Par. 3. No smoke pipe or metal flue shall pass through 
any wooden partition without a safety thimble of fire-proof 
material, the thickness of the partition. 


Section 2. Fire Stops. 


Par. 1. All buildings used for habitation, business or for 
public assembly hereafter erected, shall have fire stops in the 
material composed of some incombustible material, set with 
mortar in the following manner: 


(a) IN BRICK OR STONE BUILDINGS: the space be-. 
tween the furring on the walls and between the studding of 
all partitions shall be filled solid and flush to a height of 1 
inch above the floor partition in each story. The space be- 
tween such partitions of all floor joists as rest on partition 
heads shall also be filled to the same width as the studding 
above. 


(b) IN WOODEN BUILDINGS: the spaces between the 
studs of bearing partitions in the Ist story, between the studs 
of each exterior wall in the ist story as carry the end of floor 
joists, shall severally be stopped by solid filling up to at least 
the level of the finished floor; also all the spaces between. the 
floor joists directly above a bearing partition in whatever 
story constructed, shall be severally filled with such solid fill- 
ing, in all cases, so as to effectively check any draft from one 
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story, to another or from the horizontal spaces between the 
floor joists to the vertical spaces in the walls and partitions. 


(c) IN ALL BUILDINGS: the spaces between the strings 
of stairs and joists of landings, unless unceiled, shall be fire 
stopped to prevent the passage of air. 


(d) THE SPACES AROUND CHIMNEYS. OR OTHER 
FLUES: and other flues inside of studdings or furring, making 
an air duct, are to be thoroughly fire stopped with suitable 
incombustible material. 


Par. 2. This shall not apply to temporary buildings or 
other small buildings, not used for habitation, or which may 
be maintained during the course of the erection of a perman- 
ent structure. 


Section 6. Notification of Intent to Build, etc. 


Par. 1. Before the erection of any structure; or for any 
alteration or reconstruction, except ordinary repairs; the 
owner or builder shall notify the Building Inspector of the 
intent to build, reconstruct or alter. 


Par. 2. This shall not apply to small wooden buildings 
not to be used for the purpose of habitation, business or pub- 
lic assembly and not more than 10 ft. in length or breadth 
and 7 ft. in height. 


Section 7. Penalty. 


Par. 1. Whoever performs or causes to be performed any 
work or construction in violation of this By-Law or any part 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of not more than $25 for 
each violation. 


Section 8. Authority of the Building Inspector. 


Par. 1. The Building Inspector, in the name of the town, 
may take such measures as the public safety requires, to car- 
ry this By-Law into effect. 


(Approved by the Attorney General on September 17, 
1928). 
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BY-LAWS AS TO TOWN MEETINGS AND CONDUCT OF 
TOWN MEETINGS 


BY-LAW AS TO NOTICES OF TOWN MEETINGS 

Notice of every Town Meeting shall be given by posting 
a copy of the warrant therefor in every postoffice in the 
Town, at least seven days before the time appointed for such 
meeting. Such further notice of any Town Meetings may be 
given as the Selectmen deem proper. 

(Approved by the Attorney General, November 3, 1939.) 


ARTICLE 1. Town Meetings. 


Sect. 1. The annual town meeting shall be held on the 
first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in February. 


Sect. 2. The selectmen shall cause to be published in the 
local newspaper at least seven days before any special town 
meetings the recommendations and estimates of all commit- 
tees (except the finance committee) relating to the expendi- 
ture of money, upon which action is to be taken. 


Sect. 3. The articles shall be considered in the order in 
which they appear in the warrant. Articles calling for appro- 
priations shall be grouped together in the warrant and those 
articles referred from previous town meetings shall take an 
early place in the warrant. 


Section 4. 


(a) The main body of the house shall be reserved for reg- 
istered voters, all others to use the gallery or seats on the 
platform. 


(b) If any one voter rises in his place and questions a “‘yea 
and nay” vote, without further discussion a hand vote shall 
be taken. 


(c) All articles shall be considered in the order in which 
they appear in the warrant. 
(Approved by the Attorney General April 17, 1925.) 
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BY-LAW AS TO JUNK COLLECTORS AND DEALERS. 


Sect. 1. Every dealer in and keeper of a shop for the pur- 
chase, sale or barter of junk, old metals or second-hand arti- 
cles in this town shall be licensed. 


Sect. 2. Every collector of junk, old metals and second- 
hand articles in this town shall be licensed. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, May 13, 1919.) 


REGULATIONS GOVERNING HAWKERS AND PEDLERS OF 
MEATS, BUTTER, CHEESE, FISH, AND FRESH 
FRUIT OR VEGETABLES 


Section 1. No person, unless duly licensed by the Director 
of Standards of the Commonwealth, shall go from place to 
place in this town selling or bartering, or carrying or expos- 
ing for sale or barter, any meats, butter, cheese, fish, or fresh 
fruit or vegetables, in or from any cart, wagon or other vehi- 
cle, or in any other manner, without a license therefor from 
the Board of Selectmen provided, however, that this section 
shall not apply to any person who sells only fruits or vege- 
tables obtained by his own labor or the labor of his family. 


Sect: 2. The Board of Selectmen shall have authority to 
grant such license to any person of good repute for morals 
and integrity who is, or has declared his intention to become, 
a citizen of the United States. Said licenses, unless sooner 
revoked by the Board of Selectmen, shall expire on the thir- 
tieth day of April after the granting thereof, and each person 
so licensed shall pay therefor a fee of $5.00. 


Sect. 3. Every hawker and pedler licensed by the Board 
of Selectmen shall be assigned a number and shall be provided 
by the Town Clerk with a badge which shall be conspicuously 
worn by him. No person shall be assigned a badge or number 
until he presents a certificate from. the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures stating that all weighing and measuring devices in- 
tended to be used by such person have been duly inspected 
and sealed as required by law. Whoever neglects to wear such 
badge, or wears it without authority, shall be punished by the 
penalty provided in section 6 of these regulations. 


Sect. 4. No person hawking, peddling or carrying or ex- 
posing any articles for sale shall cry his wares to the disturb- 
ance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the town, 
or otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which are neat 
and clean and do not leak. 
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Sect. 5. Any license granted under these regulations or 
any regulation amendatory or additional thereto may be re- 
voked by the Selectmen. 


Sect. 6. Whoever violates any provision of these regula- 
tions shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dol- 
lars for each offense. 


Sect. 7. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a li- 
censee as a conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale 
by him shall have attached thereto on each side a number 
plate, to be furnished by the town with his license, bearing 
the number and date of expiration of such license. 


Sect. 8. No persons shall be registered or assigned a badge 
or number plate under the provision of sections three and 
five of these by-laws until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and 
measuring devices intended to be used by such person have 
been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The use 
of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false 
or unsealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient 
cause for the revocation of his license, or the cancellation of 
his registration. 


Sect. 9. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as 
conflicting with any license issued under the authority of the 
Commonwealth. 


Sect. 10. Any license granted under these by-laws or any 
by-law amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by 
the (Board granting the same.) 


Sect. 11. Whoever violates any provision of these by-laws 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offense. _ 

Sect. 12. All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed. 


(Approved by Attorney General, May 13, 1919). 
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BY-LAW AS TO TOWN CONTRACTS 


On all contracts for labor, materials, supplies, equipment, 
merchandise or other articles wherein the amount involved is 
$500 or more, the Board, Department, Committee or Officials 
of the Town in charge of the expenditure of such money shall 
be required to submit the awarding of the same to public bid 
and no expenditure shall be permitted of $500 or in excess 
thereof unless the same shall have been awarded upon public 
bid. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, March 31, 1941). 


BY-LAW ESTABLISHING HOURS OF DUTY FOR FIREMEN 


1. Each regularly employed fireman shall be entitled, 
without loss of pay, to twenty-four hours’ leave from duty 
during each seventy-two (72) consecutive hours. 


2. The arrangement and designation of twenty-four 
hours’ leave from duty as aforesaid shall be on the par- 
ticular or specific hours designated by the Board of Fire En- 
gineers arranged so that the efficiency of the Fire Depart- 
ment shall not be lessened thereby. 


3. Notwithstanding the foregoing provision as to twenty- 
four hours’ leave from duty out of every seventy-two (72) 
the regularly employed firemen of the town shall be subject 
to immediate recall to duty at any time on emergency signal 
of the Chief or Acting Chief of the Fire Department. 


(Approved by the Attorney General on Feb. 21, 1934). 
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Rules For Ambulance Service 


1. Before accompanying a patient to the hospital on the 
ambulance the patient must first be seen by a doctor, and'a 
hurse must have an order direct from the doctor, with diag- 
nosis and condition of patient. Emergency accident cases not 
included in this requirement. 

2. Only residents of the township of Falmouth may be ac- 
companied by a Falmouth nurse. This excludes patients from 
Nantucket, the Vineyard, or Naushon, who may land at 
Woods Hole requiring ambulance tr ansportation. 

3. Ona return trip from the hospital, no patient may be 
' taken home without first obtaining orders direct from the 
ccctor. 

4. Patients with diphtheria, scarlet fever, typhoid, polio- 
mylitis or meningitis shall not be accompanied by the visit- 
ing nurse. 

5. The ambulance to call for the nurse at the Health Cen- 
ter except in emergencies when she will go directly to the 
scene of an accident if the doctor so wishes. 

6. If a meal is eaten during a trip the ambulance driver 
will pay the bill. 

7. If the ambulance is ordered for a patient, who in the 
Judgment of the nurse does not require ambulance trans- 
portation, she may on her return report the case to the super- 
vising nurse. 

8. A charge of 75 cents per hour is charged for this serv-’ 
ice from the time-the nurse leaves the Health Center until 
she returns. 

9. On Sundays and holidays the nurse shall accompany 

emergency cases only. 
10. The ambulance may be called only by members of the 
police department, the fire department, or a local physician. 
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
